K IN G STO N 
Ulster C ou nty 's school-age labor lorce of more than 20,000 
y ou ng jiersons aged 16 to ‘24 is already flooding the job market 
and the pictu re is grim. 


Last y ear the YM CA had 7 00 applications for ‘200 jobs tor 
the com m u nity ’s disadv antaged y ou ths and this y ear hopes to 
place abou t 18 5 y ou ng people in jobs. 


T he scarcity of su m m er jobs is also taking its toll on a good 
m any college y ou ths who are dependent u pon su m m er earnings 
for their tu ition. 
•Joseph A. M ahar, m anager of the New York S ta te E m ­ 
ploy ment Office in Kingston reports that m any su m m er job« 
in this area are resort-related, therefore it is a little early for 
the placement of y ou ng people in them becau se the resorts will 
not be in fu ll swing u ntil after the New York City schools close. 
He also rejsirts that while in past y ears hs office hired a 
su m m er interv iewer, the practice is no longer continu ed 
becau se of the u nav ailability of jobs and the fact that the 
su m m er workers seem to lie making their own contacts. 
M any of the contacts were m ade some tim e ago, howev er. 
College stu d ents home on winter and spring v acations, sensing 
a tou gh su m m er labor m arket, lined u p jobs early . A pparently 
the early bird techniqu e can pay off. One area college y ou th, 
who will be working at a local hospital reports that his college 
friends so far hav e been su ccessfu l in lining u p jobs as a filling 
station a tte nd ant, a desk clerk at a local motel, as a laborer 


in his father's bu siness and as a lau nderer in the Play boy C lu b 
in New York City . 
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O ther stu dents who hav e held part-tim e jobs throu ghou t the 
y ear are often kept on their jobs with increased hou rs du ring 
the su m m er, especially at tast-hsx f establishm ents While it is 
good for th« *se y ou ths, it preclu des any other stu dents' chances 
of getting jolis at su ch restau rants. 
M cDonald H am bu rgers re|*>rts that its stall is lairlv constant 
throu ghou t the y ear and that new persons are only hired as 
replacem ents.

Tow n of Ulster Highway D epartm ent records for the past fiv e 
y ears hav e been secu red by District A ttorney Francis ,J. Vogt's 
office which is condu cting a prelim inary inv estigation into 
possible "irregu larities” in the highway d epartm e nt. 
T he inv estigation was lau nched du ring the past few weeks, 
after allegations were receiv ed by the DA s office alleging 
irregu larities concerning the u se of highway d e partm ent equ ip­ 
m ent, town facilities and highway personnel and m erchandise. 
Su perv isor C arm ine Sabino told the Freem an that he and 
Highway Su perintendent E dgar P. Elliott were called into the 
district attorney ’s office last week to discu ss the m a tte r bu t 


S abino declined to com m ent fu rther as to what transpired. 
Meanwhile Elliott is reportedly planning to m ake a pu blic 
statem ent regarding the inv estigation and his d e pa rtm e nt’s 
activ ities on W ednesday . 
Reacting to reported pressu res from Tow n of Ulster Re 
pu blicans for both Elliott and Sabino to resign, the su perv isor 
said, " I ’m going to stay . If y ou are innocent, there is no reason 
to ru n away from any thing." 
Sabino rev ealed that District Attorney Inv estigator Robert 
Ferrigan cam e to the town office last W ednesday to ask for the 
highway d e partm e nt records for the past fiv e y ears. Referring 
to an u nnam ed com plaint. Sabino said he “ will d efend ” his 
own record. “ He has a right to complain and I hav e a right 


to defend," he said, adding that he "cannot l>e responsible” 
for someone elsc’s actions. 


While m any R epu blican officials and com m itteem en are 
reportedly "anx iou sly aw aiting resignations” , the Freem an 
learned that 
it the resignations are not forthcoming, the 
inv estigation will be continu ed and that more than two dozen 
su bpoena» will be issu ed for the appearance of highway 
departm ent employ es and others cl<» se to the situ ation. 


Sabino also told the Freeman that he met with the Town of 
U lster R epu blican C om m ittee last T hu rsd ay concerning the 
inv estigation. He said "it was news to the m ” and that thev 
asked to be kept informed.

W ASHINGTON — Despite promises of reform, the TV 
networks still play up violence on children's shows. 
Researchers study ing the Saturday morning fare clocked ar 
act of aggression “every .'1 and one half m inutes of artua 
program time on the commercial networks,” 
The worst offender was NBC, which produced 46 percent ot 
the violence. ABC had .'W) percent, CBS 24 percent. 
The may hem subsided only long enough for the networks tc 
sell the usual toy s and tooth rot. The commercial sought t< 
stim ulate a desire in the kiddies for candy , pastries and pop. 
"C hildren completely lacked ex posure to . . . the most natural 
and wholesome foods,” the researchers declare in a confidential 
study . "There were no advertisem ents for fruits, vegetables or 
dairy products." 
For y ears, we have crusaded against TV violence, which 


m any sociologists believe has helped spread lawlessness in 
America. Again and again, we have shown how y oungsters 
im itate the TV feats of Evel Knievel or Bonnie and Cly de. 
More than a y ear ago, we cited a Federal Com m unications 
Commission report which urged reform of children’s TV. The 
new chairm an, Richard Wiley , assured us th at reform was “on 
the frtmt burner," 
But W iley ’s promises, according to the confidential survey , 
haven’t done much to curb TV violence. 
The study was conducted by the Media Action Research 
C enter, with church and foundation backing. The center found 
from a careful review of the TV offerings on two successive 
Saturday mornings that fistfights. robberies and other hostile 
acts were endemic on commercial television. 
The shows with the most aggression, averaging a hostile act 
every m inute on one Saturday , were “ Bugs Bunny ,

States is ready with "alternative pm sibilities. 


He didn’t elaborate. 
We can report, however, that the Air Force has spent the past 
six m onths training crews to refuel giant C-5 cargo planes in 
m id-air. The crews are now ready . 


They have taken C-5s on dram atic test flights halfway around 
the world — fully loaded, non-stop, with mid-air refueling. 
Some of the fly ing behem oths were flown from the West Coast 
to Iran, others from the East Coast to the Philippines.

M ARTIN’S SECLUSION: The em battled former U.S. am ­ 
bassador to Saigon, G raham M artin, has quietly dropped out 
of sight. He never m ade it back to the United States but 
stopped in Rome, where he has gone into seclusion. 
During the last day s of the Saigon regime, we published a 
succession of stories charging that he had misjudged the crisis 
and had m ishandled the evacuation. But he has not come home 
to face the charges. 
M em bers of Congress, eager to question M artin, have 
subm itted inquiries to the S tate D epartm ent. These have been 
relay ed to the U.S. em bassy in Rome, but he hasn’t responded 
— at least not by official cable. 
The S tate D epartm ent has made no effort to com m unicate 
with him, our sources say , because “there is no subject any body 
wants to talk about." 
FRIEND SHIP FILE: The huge Chase M anhattan Bank has 
been keeping a file since 19 69 on the relationships between its 
ex ecutives and governm ent officials in a position to help the 
bank. 
The bank sent ex ecutives a confidential letter seeking 
personal information about their friendship with “officials in 
the legislative and ex ecutive branches of governm ent." 
A spokesman ex plained th at the purpose was to “ get more 
people in the bank involved in public policy m atters.

The President’s designation 
of Daniel Patrick M oy nihan to 
succeed John Scab as our Am­ 
bassador to the United N a­ 
tions has aroused opposition 
from a curious quarter. Henry 
Fairlie is an Englishm an who 
lives in the United States and 
every now and again writes 
impressively from a position 
roughly 
identified 
as "con­ 
servative.” For instance, back 
when every one with a moral 
I.Q. of more than UK) was 
assumed to be totally opposed 
to our resistance to aggression 
in Vietnam , Mr. Fairlie was 
say ing reassuring things about 
how he slept better at night for 
the knowledge that A m erica’s 
m ilitary 
industrial 
complex 
was steadfastly engaged in the 


business of conlainm ent. 
But like many other English 
conservatives, Mr. Fairlie is a 
thoroughgoing eccentric, and 
is capable of writing prose so 
ponderous as to require a pick 
and shovel to blast down to its 
meaning. I have made the ex ­ 
ertion, and Mr. Fairlie seems 
to be say ing that M oy nihan, 
though a charm ing gentlem an, 
is no good for us in the U nited 
N a t i ons 
b e c a us e 
s a i d 
M oy nihan does not sufficient­ 
ly appreciate "liberalism ," the 
"tradition 
of “ American de­ 
cency .” 
Far from having reached the 
dead end that M oy nihan say s 
liberalism has reached, it is in 
the opinion of Mr. Fairlie, 
writing 
in the W ashington 
Post, up and going. Indeed, 
"w hat is surprising in this re­ 
spect is the resilience and vi­ 


tality that liberalism has con­ 
t i nue d t o e x h i b i t . " Mr . 
M oy nihan, say s Fairlie in a

having rejected his own trad i­

BOSTON — Eggs 54 cents a dozen! American 
cheese 8 3 cents a lb.! Iceberg lettuce 16 cents a 
head! Romaine 34 cents a head! A 32-oz bottle of 
Heinz catsup 8 6 cents! 


These aren’t prices taken from a 16-y ear-old 
newspaper advertisem ent. A person can actually 
buy these com m odities at these prices today at the 
Boston Food Co-op. There is a catch, though. You 
must be a mem ber, and to be a m em ber y ou must 
contribute two hours a m onth of work. T hey 're not 
fooling about th at, either. Before y ou can enter the 
Co-op’s store area y ou m ust show y our ID to a 
volunteer at the desk who then looks y ou up in the 
card file to see if y ou’re in arrears on y our work. 


The Co-op claim s 3,tRK) mem bers in the more-or- 
less active category , but even so there are problems 
as some of the signs on the walls attest: “We have 
$1,5(R) in outstanding BOUNCED checks. 
Never­ 
theless, the Boston Food Co-op is one of the 
pleasantest places y ou’ll ever shop. You’ll get a 
chance to clap ey es on y our butcher O utside of 
those TV ads for things like Shake N' Bake, when 
was the last tim e y ou saw a butcher cutting up a 
piece of m eat? Not an assembly line butcher behind 
plate glass slapping the lam b chops on to plastic 
tray s and sealing them with transparent DuPont, 
but a butcher y ou can touch0 
G ranted the Co-op’s butcher is a volunteer, but 
(s)he is real enough to swap gossip and recipes with. 
And the middle-aged woman at 
the checkout 
counter apologizes for being slow because she s 
never operated a cash register before. Lord, what a 
pleasure to give y our money to someone who doesn’t 
hate y ou. hate the food, hate the job and hate the 
company . D idn't y ou read somewhere that m arket­ 
ing used to be a social occasion, or was that 
som ething y ou rem embered from the tim e y ou went 
to Paris and got depressed when the Frenchm an told 


y ou that some day La Belle France would catch up 
and there’d be nothing but modern superm arkets. 
This is not the first tim e that co-ops have enjoy ed 
a vogue. They were big in the 19 30s for much the 
sam e reasons they are now: recession, revulsion at 
the m arketing practices of the iants and despair over 
the depersonalized commerce which leaves y ou no 
one to identify with but that icky , white-faced 
Pillsburv doughboy . 
The wars, M cCarthy ism (the Joe kind), and the 
long period when we were willing to let real estate 
developers and corporate m anagers organize our 
social lives for us seem to have turned people away 
from co-op .enterprises. The most successful co-ops 
took on at least some of the tone though not the 
greed of their com petitors. Professional m anagers 
ran them , annual meetings of the cooperators or 
m em bers more nearly resembled stock holders m eet­ 
ings than people joined in a common, happy 
undertaking. The fun had gone out of them and the 
price differentials weren't that big, although the 
large, gleamv co-ops alway s gave a shopper better 
value for the money and never abandoned such 
im portant secondary services as nutritional in­ 
formation. 
The new co-ops, started in the last five y ears or 
so. have a bounce that the older, institutionalized 
ones lack. The nam es of many reflect hopes and 
values that are larger than strict utilitarianism . 
Here in M assachusetts y ou can find Our Daily 
Bread Co-op, The Com m unity Stom ach N atural 
Food Co-op and the Peace and Beans Co-op. M aine 
has co-ops nam ed Allied Stom ach, Rising Sun. 
Goat, Promised Land, Fog Horn, Now Now and the 
Hungry Chucks Inevitable Food Co-op. 
Co-ops are coming up like beansprouts all over the 
country . You’ve got the Wild Bill's Walk on W ater 
Bakery Co-op in Kalamazoo and the Wolf Moon 
Bakery in Lansing, M ichigan, Bread and Justice in 


M inneapolis, and, don’t y ou like it, The Safer Way 
Co-op in El Ay . Also in California are to be found 
the Rose Hips Buy ing Club, Loaves and Dishes, Mr. 
N atural’s and Ma Revolution's co-ops. (For as 
com plete a directory as this chatoic movem ent is 
capable and of other kinds of info on food co-ops, 
y ou can subscribe to Food Co-op Nooz, Food Co-op 
Project, Loop College, 64 E. Lake St., Chicago, 111. 
60601 for $3.) 


In the Boston Co-op they say they argue over 
where the soda pop display should be put. One 
m em ber say s that he has noted its slow march to 
the rear and off to one side. A small m atter but very 
satisfy ing for those of us who resent every thing being 
staked out and placed in accordance with values we 
don’t share. How good it must feel to m arket in a 
store that will perm it y ou to put up a sign over some 
especially obnox ious and poisonous product which 
warns the nex t customer: "D on’t buy this crap. It’ll 
kill va.” 


The food co-op may afford us the only road leading 
back toward the real tom ato. The degeneration of 
the quality of our i<x >d has been slow enough to allow 
the chain stores and the m anufacturers and ex ­ 
truders of near-food to educate our palates and our 
stom achs to want or at least not to regurgitate 
industrial substitutes, but the tom ato is a different 
story . It left us so quickly . It’s just in the last few 
y ears that they ’ve changed a once noble, tasty and 
nutritious vegetable into a color additive in our 
salads. 
The co-op movement may give us the purchasing 
power to buy back the tom ato. J'hat may not fill us 
with the ex pansive sense of accom plishm ent that 
world |)eaee or pure air would, but it certainly beats 
sitting around watching Jerrv Ford tear off the 
calendar leaves while he reads us Harry T rum an's 
old s|X‘eches.

But the General Assembly is 
not so constituted. The vote ot 
Dahomey is equal to the vote 
of the United States in that 
cham ber, even as the vote of 
Rhode Island is equal to th at 
of New York in the Senate of 
the United States. W'hen Mr. 
Dahomey speaks. A mbassador 
M oy nihan will listen to what 
he say s: and will treat him 
with the respect of a reply , if 
one is w arranted. T hat is the 
genuine respect for which the 
General 
Assembly 
secretly 
vearns.

On the walls of Eleanor C hristensen's old stone house in 
Hurley, am id paintings, drawings and other m em entos, are 
several handsom e exam ples of H aitian art. They d om inate the 
walls with stunning effect, but when Eleanor and her husband, 
Lincoln, tell you that all that was required to create them was 
“ a ham m er, a chisel and an oil d ru m ," they fascinate even more

And in their sim ple but striking beauty resides the clue as 
to why Eleanor Christensen has devoted the past lew years to 
writing the tirst broad-ranging story ot the developm ent of 
H aitian art.

Her interest in the island's developm ent of its art had lx*en 
piqued by a m agazine article she had read in a Kingston beauty 
parlor just before visiting Haiti. Hut it was to take two 
subsequent visits ("T h ere is a lessening of tensions now that 
‘Rapa Doc' is d e ad ," she says), more th an two years of research 
("M u ch research had to be done in this country since m any 
H aitian works are in U.S. collections," she adds), and a vast 
am o u n t of correspondence before the book became a reality. 


T h e Iwtok encom passes the entire spectrum of art in Haiti 
from pre-C olum bian tim es to today. She found, sadly, that 
"n o th in g of great consequence form the pre-C olum bian era is 
on exhibit in H aiti." Such artifacts have "been verv carelessly

- she has produced an impressive and thoughtful 
book on her subject. W hat had originally been intended as an 
article for R eader’s Digest, eventually evolved and culm inated 
in a major work on Haitian art history, just published by A.S. 
Barnes and C om pany of South Brunswick and New York. 


T h e C hristensens first visited Haiti in 19(59. when most 
Am erican tourists were avoiding t4ie island because of the 
despotic reputation of "R ap a Doc” D uvalier and his notorious 
Ton Ton M acoute. They felt no fear, however, since the Tons 
T ons "w ere very well concealed 
and, on only one occasion 
w hen they approached too close to the fence ot the presidential 
palace — were they shooed off by "m en in uniform s who 
appeared from all directions brandishing guns." By "carefully 
avoiding political discussions," they found their initial visit a 
pleasant one. 


Line C hristensen was there "looking into business |>ossi- 
bilities" (he’s a retired m anagem ent engineer who once headed 


h a n d led " and "sca tte red around the world." Gold work of that 
period (it was never sm elted; sim ply h am m ered out) is almost 
non-existent, she says. But some exam ples survive in works 
used on voodoo altars as th u n d er stones; were put in the 
ethnological m u seu m by the government when it clam ped down 
on voodoo. 


For author C hristensen, there is "nothing sinister” about 
voodoo. While suggesting that most Am ericans would find it 
"unfam iliar and prim itive," she is convinced it is a "good 
influence." Along with their own special Creole language. *ln 
feels, "it provides a strong and steadying social network lor the 
p easants." M uch of her own personal fascination w ith the 
voodoo rites stem m ed from the crude d ru m s used. "T h ey 
actually sing when you sim ply rub a finger over th e m ." she 
says.

Bob Feller lives in the present, not 
the past, but there ¡ire times, mostly when he's by himself, 
he allows himself to daydream a hit. He catches himsell 
wondering how bed do against the modern day hitters, and 
in these private little reveries ol his. he always comes out 
on top. 
' Th i s is understandable enough when you've been in t he 
Hall ol Fame almost 15 years the way Boh Teller has. when 
you've |>osted 2»ki lifetime victories the way he also has, and 
when you still hold the major league record for one-hitters 
with 12. 
Remarkably. Feller went alter his U th one-hitter this 
past Sunday. More remarkably vet. he got it. and most 
remarkable of all, |H*rhaps, is that at ob, the former 
Cleveland fireballer is no kid anymore and you’d hardly 
expect him to he out there pitching anymore, hut he still 
can can get the hall up there. 
He looks younger than 5b, jxissibly because he has taken 
to darkening his hair, bringing it hack to his original color, 
he says, with a product he's promoting, Grecian Formula 
lb. May he it makes him feel younger as well because lor 
the first time in a long time Sunday he put on a uniform 
in San Antonio. He pitched three innings of an Old-Timers' 
game before the regularly scheduled Lafayette-San Antonio 
contest and allowed only one hit. 
Feller was sitting around in the press room ot the hall 
park alter he finished when San Antonios assistant 
business manager walked in with a startling piece ot news. 
“ Ryan has pitched another no-hitter!" he announced. 
The statement had a special impact upon Feller because 
for many years he shared the major league record for most 
no-hitters with three. Sandy Koufax broke that record 10 
years ago and now here was Nolan Ryan coming along to 
pass Feller and move up alongside Koulax with his fourth 
no-hitter in three years for the California Angels. 
What was Feller's tirst reaction? The same as Koulax . 
“ My first thought was that sooner or later Ryan will break 
the record. 
Feller said. “ My second thought was oh, well, 
I still got the one-hit record." Feller laughed. 
“ I'm only kidding. " he said. 
Some feel Nolan Ryan may he the fastest pitcher in 
baseball history. His fastball was clocked at UK).8 miles per 
hour last summer wiping out Feller's unotticjal record ol 
IM.b which had stood nearly three decades. 
Feller doesn’t put complete stock in those figures. Its 
clear he isn't convinced Rvan throws any harder than he 
did. 
“ I wish they had checked the speed ol his pitch when the 
hall crossed home plate the way they did mine." he said. 
"O n his test. Ryan threw into a wide open electronic ‘field.’ 
1 had to throw into a much smaller area. Look. I'm not 
saying who’s faster. Maybe he is. All 1 know is he just won 
his KMith game Sunday, and he’s 28. I won my l(H)th game 
when I was 22. 
That sounded like a little like sour grapes, and I told that 
to Feller, hut he had the perfect answer. 
“ Look, those are the facts.’ he said. "'They’re right there 
in tht‘ record book. 1 didn t put 'em in there. What I mean 
is. I didn’t tiike the record hook and stick 'em in. I hey re 
in there because they're facts. As old Al Smith used to say, 
‘let’s look at the record." 
It you press Boh Feller as I did because 1 know him for 
so manv vears, and ask him point blank whether he teels 
in lus heart he teels he threw harder than Nolan Ryan does, 
his answer is yes. 'That's to he he expected. It’s human 
ft nature.

Sadat, however, said in an interview with the American 
Broadcasting Company in Salzburg, Austria that the pullback 
was "not sufficient" to let Israeli cargo through the canal. 
Rut he left the door open by saying, "If the conduct of Israel 
is continuing to Ik* like it started today, there will be no 
problem in this. The cargo problem is not a problem at all for 
me." 


Rabin said Israel is pulling back half its 7,000 soldiers closest 
to the <anal, all Mb cannons, half of the MO tanks and all missiles 
except antitank missiles. 
"Israel ho|w*s the results will convince Kgypt that Israel really 
wants and intends peace in the area Hnd hopes to advance

"W e are happy to see any 
signs that the economy may be 
turning up," said Mark Rob­ 
erts, chief economist for the 
AFL-CK). "B u t what’s good 
for business in the short term 
may take a long time to trans­ 
late itself into more jobs for 
unemployed workers." 
In fact, he said, "we expect 
the number of unemployed 
workers to be rising and going 
higher. 
"The number ot people who 
are affected in terms of jobs 
and incomes even in an upturn 
is going to be three or four 
times the number of persons 
unemployed 
If you look at 
197ft. it's not just 8 million out 
of work. There are going to be 
2ft to Mft

perience some period of un­ 
employment. 
"It - a helluva a lot a people. 
And it means they are going to 
be suffering a
